A DELAWARE DAM CARRIED ‘AWAY. 


Considerable Property Damage Done, but 
No Lives Are Lost. 

Westchester, Pa., Sent, 17.—The breast of 
the large dam belonging to the Kennebec 
Ice company at Wilmington, Del., located at 
Hibernia, above Coatesville, this county, 
burst this morning and a tremendous amount 
of water rushed down the Brandywine, over- 
flowing the banks and sweeping everything 
before it. The large, heavy bridge which 
crosses the Brandywine just below the dam 
was swept away, and several frame build- 
ings were carried on the surface of the flood 
down to Coatesville. Several of the streets 
of Coatesville were overflowed, many streets 
within two squares of the Brandywine being 
four feet deep in water.

The shore to Rocky river, with the excep- 
tion of one short strip of beach, is a mass of 
cliff and is extremely dangerous. 

Mr. Muphail of this city lives about mid- 
way between here and Rocky river on the 
lake shore. He says that after dark Sunday 
evening his attention was called to cries for 
help below the cliffs. He called one of the 
barn men, procured a lantern, and heard the 
cries again while on the way to the shore, 
but found no one there and could see no 
signs of a wreck in the water below.

GRAIN INSPECTION AT EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Missouri Officials Will Not Be Allowed to 
Act at That Place. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—It 1s 
believed here that the authorities of East 
St. Louis, backed by the state, will not allow 
the recently created board of Missouri grain 
inspectors to imspectthe grain im the ele- 
vators on the east side of the river. 
A special act of the lLIlinois legisla- 
ture gave authority to imspect to 
the St. Louis Merchants’ exchange. Law- 
yers have been consulted, and all agree that 
such authority as is given by the act of the 
legislature to the Merchants’ exchange can- 
not be delegated to such persons as they 
may choose to name as their rep 
resentatives, and that if any Missouri 
officials attempt to exercise authority on the 
soil of Illinois they can be arrested and held 
for the grand jury. On these lines the pian 
of campaign has been laid out. As soon as 
the Missouri grain inspectors attempt to m- 
spect a carload of grain on the Illinois side 
they will be warned to desist. If they per- 
sist they will be allowed to inspect the walls 
of the East St Louis lockup. 


INDIANS DYING FROM STARVATION, 


A Distressing State of Affairs at Fort Chip- 
pewayan, North of Edmonton. 

Wixyrpec, Man., Sept. 17.—[Special ]— 
Venerable Archdeacon Reeve, who has a 
mission in Athabasca district at Fort Chippe- 
wayan, 500 miles north of Edmonton, is here. 
He says there are less than 400 Indians at 
Fort Chippewayan, so many died during the 
last four seasons. Two months ago thirty 
died from starvatuon. and last winter again 
a number died owing to previous privauons 
which could not be calied actual death from 
starvation, though in reality that was the in- 
direct cause.

Rather than Suicide. 
Yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock a man 


named Wright found the body of a man lying

of the specific duty necessary to com- 
pensate whatever rates of duty pubic 
policy may require to be imposed upon the 


raw material; that as existing duties afford. 


nearly 20 per cent less protection than was 
deemed necessary for the development of 
the industry when the rates of 1887. were

A PUBLIC PARK FOR INDIANAPOLIS,

Vessols the Victims, and One of Them 
Dies In the HMarbor—Culpable Negii- 
gence of the Quarantine Officials in Al- 
lowing the Carge te Be Landed— 
Woodruff Still on the Stand in the Ives 
Trial. b 

New York, Sept. 17.—[Special.|—Yellow 
fever has been brought into the port of New 
York and one man bas died of the malady in 
the harbor. The cases were discovered on 
two South American steamers—the Cairn- 
gorm and Hondo, An alleged examination 
of the vessels Was made at quarantine by 
Health Officer Smith, and John Wood, the 
fireman on board the Cairngorm, who died 
of the thalady, was taken off. tne vessel. 
Wood wasa Swede, 88 years old. He was 
not iso! during his sickness, and there is 
no proof that the contagion did net spread 
among the other firemen or even the passen- 
gers, to say nothing of the cargo, most of 
which was landed at the Cairngorm’s pier at 
Brooklyn yesterday. On board the Steamer 
Hondo Joseph Pennell exhibited suspicious 
symptoms. He was taken to Swinburne isl 
and for treatment. Mr. Pennell is not the 
artist of that name. The latter is now in 
France. ‘ 

Health Officer Smith admits these facts, 
but with the utmost unconcern for the pos- 
sible danger that might follow the unloading 
ofacargp from either of these vessels in 
New York or Brooklyn he gave to each 
captain @ permit to pass quarantine. 

The notice received by the Brooklyn board 
of health was a model in its way. The health 
officer stated that the Cairngorm and Hondo 
had passed quarantine and named several 
South American ports where they had 
stopped on the way north. He saia nothing 
whatever of the yellow fever on board the 
vessels. In fact, as far as Dr. Gonnoy or Dr. 
Baker of the health department learned from 
the health officer’s report both steamers were 
entirely irge from any contagious disease. 

But this morning when Dr. Connoy,learned 
the facts in the case he lost no time in mak- 
ing atour of the docks. The doctor found 
he had arrived several hours too late, as 
both captains had more than half their car- 
goes alre: piled on their docks. 

Dr. Baker and Dr. Connoy feel that they 
have been grossiv deceived by Health Off- 
cer Smith, and nave already taken legal ad- 
vice to prevent the possible repetition of 
what they term an outrage upon the citizens 
of Brooklyn. It is not known yet just 
what st the counsel of the health depart- 
ment will take in the matter, but, as the 
health officer is appointed by the Governor, 
it is likely that the whole case will be laid 
before Gov. Hill at an early date. 


WOODRUFF STILL ON THE RACK, 


Be Continues on the Stand in the Ives 
Trial aud Suffers Mach. 

New York, Sept. 17.—In the Ives trial to- 
day Woodruff again’ took the stand. The 
witness zaid that he and Ives were cierks to- 
gether, but that their acquaintance was only 
cusual. One day after he had been with 
Ives abopt five months the latter came to 
him and told him he was a partner 
in the business. He (Woodruff) said ail 
right, and that he was glad of it. It was un- 
derstood that Woodruff was to get 15 per 
cent of the profits. This continued for about 
two or three months. In the year 1886 the 
name of the firm was Henry S. Ives & Co. 


“The conjpany was Woodruff. All he had to 


do was to obey Mr. Ives.“ 

% Then you were an automaton and did 
nothing unless you were ordered!“ 

“Well, I never did anything unless I was 
ordered by Mr. Ives.“ 

The witness said the partnership between 
Ives, Stayner; and Doremus was formed 
about February, 1886. He continued with the 
firm until the date of the assignment. The 
witness had heard that he had been elected 
secretary of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
tou road, He had not sought the office. Mr. 
Stayner was opposed to everything he 
(Woodruff) did on general principles, 

Between the heat of the courtroom and the 
fiery ordeal of a cross examination Woodruff 
suffered much. The perspiration ran down 
his foretead and face in streaks. Woodruff 
tried to look cool and unconcerned, but his 
efforts were futile. 

Woodruff did not know who had the books 
and seal! He could not say whether Ives or 
be had them, nor could he teil which way 
they went to Stayner’s ‘house, or now long it 
took them to get there. 

The witness finally appeared to collapse 
into a complete state of knownothingism, 
though the attorneys pursued him diligently 
with quéstions. 

Withopt any waruing one of the jury put 
the question: | 

Did you get any breakfast?” 

Piump came the answer: 

Ves, sir.” : 

This Was too much for the witness. He 
had regained his memory. The jury laughed, 
and those in court joined them. Woodruff 
did not know, kowever, that at the sugges- 
tion of Mr. ives the trio went upstairs and 
filied up the certificates. Witness said 
Ives suggested to him that he resign his po- 
sition as secretary and treasurer of the 
road the day before the crash, Aug. 11, 1888. 
He complied, 

Mr. Brooke read to the witness portions of 
bis testimony given in the case of Chris- 
topher Meyer, and Woodruff acknowledged 
that he had committed perjury at that trial. 
District Attorney Fellows vehemently pro- 
tested inst Lawyer Brooke asking Wood- 
ruff if be was led to expect immunity from 
ge te hy if he gave evidence against Ives. 

r. Brooke then threatened to put a repre- 
sentative of the district attorney’s office on 
the stand to prove it. 

Lawyer Brooke then asked Woodruff about 
his statementin the suit of Albert Netter 
against Ives and Stayner. But to each ques- 
tion the witness repl I don’t know. 

Then the record of Woodruff’s statements 
were read. lives’ counsel asked: 

Did N make both of these statements?”

And when you made them you knew that 
you were committing willful perj ory!” 

Quickly the answer came, I did.“ 

Then Lawyer Brooke spent a full half hour 
in reading papers bearing on the Meyer 
agreement, and ſoross examined the witness 
about his affidavit in July, 1889, relating the 
circumstances of the alleged forgery.

Facts as to Cicar Production, 

At today’s session of the Cigarmakers’ In- 
ternational union President Adolph Stras- 
ser’s bienniai report was read.

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 17.—Shortly after 12 
o’clock today the Repubiican state conven- 
tion met at the Taylor operahouse. Joseph 
H. Gaskell of Buriington was chosen to be 
temporary chairman. Mr. Gaskell accepted 
the chair as a compliment to the 
young men of the party, and was applauded 
tor a reference to the necessity for protect- 
ing American industries, “ Lincoln.“ he 
said, “raised the slaves from servitude, 
while Harrison represented the principle to 
raise American workmen from an most 
equal servitude today.” As to the liquor 
question Republicans had taken advanced 
— and would not retreat from their po- 
sition. 

The usual committees were appointed and 
a recess until 2 o’clock taken. 

Atter recess the committees reported ana 
che work of nominating a candidate for Gov- 
ernor began.

The 
first baliot resuited in no choice, but on the 
second ballot Grubb was nominated. 

The resolutions constitut ng the platform 
reaflirm the Republican national platform of 
1888 and express confidence in President 
Harrison. The paper deals almost entirely 
with interests local to the state. The Aus- 
tralian ballot system is iadorsed, and, with- 
out saying so directly, the convention prac- 
tically deciared in favor of local option.

AN ATTEMPTED LYNCHING AND RESCUE. 


Plenty to Keep the Guardians of the Nicely 
Boys Extremely Busy. 

Somerset, Pa., Sept. 17.—The startling 
features of the Nicely boys’ escape, shooting 
of Deputy Sneriff McMillen, and the subse- 
quent capture of the desperadoes become 
more sensational every hour. The town was 
aroused at midnight last night by an at 
tempt at rescue of the Nicelys, but, 
a heavy guard being around the jail, a dozen 
or more shots caused the rescuers to dlsap- 
pear in the darkness.. The arsenal of nearly 
a dozen of revolvers and several hundred 
rounds of ammunition found in the 
jail and on the prisoners continues 
to be the subject of great won- 
der. The revolvers were all new, apparently 
just out of the gun store, and were of im- 
proved make. This morning a squad of 
blacksmiths visited the jail and chained 
some six or eight of the most dangerous in- 
mates to the floor. 

It has just been learned that the rain last 
night prevented an attempt at lynching of 
the icelys.

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| *BRUTAL FIGHT KNOWN, 


Sight Of, and the Contest Becomes One 
Unrivaled for Sickening Breutality—4r~ 
rest of Those Implicated in the Affair 
—Murder in the First Degree to Be 
Charged Against Ahearn. 

Sr. Lovis, 
bloody prizeflgut that resulted in the slaugh- 
ter of one of the principals took place a 
back room in Dan Daly’s saloon at 29 
this morning. The principals were mas 
E. Jackson and Ed Ahearn. Jackson, who 
is the champion amateur lightweight wrest- 
ler, weighed 126 pounds and was ambitious 
to shine as a pugilist. He was a clever boxer, 
and while in conversation with Bob Farrell, 
the veteran New York pugilist, a few nights 
ago boasted of his prowess as a slugger. 

“T have a pupil who will give you a go,” 
said Farrell. 3 

„Pu fight him and give him five pounds,” 
said Jackson. 

Farrell found Ahearn, and a match was ar- 
ranged to take place Thursday night. It was 
to be with three-ounce gioves and to a finish. 
Each man found a backer among the pool- 
room frequenters, and a purse was to de col 
lected from the crowd. 

Yesterday the men met, had some words, 
and agreed to settle it immediately. Daly 
offered his gymnasium, and at 1 o’clock this 
morning the fight took piace in the presence 
of fifty spectators. Farrell anc Mike Mooney, 
Jackson 
was looked after by Charley Daly and Steve 
Malloy, a gambler. Joe Murphy, a reporter, 
was referee. Jackson weighed 125 and 
Ahearn 132. About $30 was collected from 
the crowd before the batfle began. 

In the first round the two came tugether 
with a rush, and for a few seconds close and 
hard fighting prevailed. No apparent .ad- 
vantage was gained on either side, but when 
the men got apart it was found that Jack- 
son’s nose was bleeding freely. First blood 
was given Ahearn and the round called be- 
fore time was up because of the bursting of 
Jackson's glove. | 

BECAME BLOODY AND BRUTAL. 

“Science,” as it is called by fighters, was 
disregarded entirely in the second round. 
Jackson was already a sickening sight, be- 
ing bedaubed with his own blood, which was 
still fowing from his nose, Abearn was an 
ugly sight, having been spotted here and 
mere with blood from Jackson's gloves, 
which were well smeared with it. The two 
went at each other, pounding and striking at 
random, aad with the full force and brutal- 
ity aroused by their now excited, vicious 
instincts. No one could keepany count of 
the blows exchanged, and the spectators 
shouted and cheered with pleasure at the 
way in which the men were dighting. When 
time was called it was hardly possible to dis- 
tinguish one man from another. Their 
bodies were striped and blotchea with blood, 
their tights stained, and their gloves slip- 
pery and shmy. Hasty efforts were made 
with water and sponges to remove some of 
the blood from their bodies, but with little 
success. 

Both meu were bleeding at the nose, but 
there was not time to attend to smali mat- 
ters like that, and the third round was 
calied, and the men were pushed forward 
bleeding and staggering. The third round 
was a repetition of the second one, witn 
more blood and more brutality. The floor 
was beginning to get slippery from the 
blood of the fighters, and the blows would 
glance and slip, owing to the soggy condition 
of the gloves. It was smash and slug for 
the next two rounds, with both weak and 
RTORRY. 

In the seventh round they came up again 
still weak and wavering, but went at it as 
viciously as before. They were too weak to 
hurt each other much and threw their arms 
about in @ helpless sort of way. Ahearn 
forced Jackson into his corper, where they 
clinched and feil to the floor in a heap, over- 
turning the bucket of bloodstained water in 
which Jackson's second had been washing 


him. 
WALLOWED ON THE FLOOR. 

The two roiled and wallowed on the floor 
in the mixture of dirty sawdust and bloody 
mud. They were put on their feet again and 
taken to their corners. 

In rounds 8 and 9 the men would 
give and take blows on the face, and neither 
could protect himself. Jackson was a pitia- 


his nose was swollen to twice the ordinary 
size. Ahearn was muchin the same condi- 
uon, although not quite so bad. 


able to stand. Sawdust was thrown over 
the floor to give them better footing, but aia 
not help them much. The fighters came to- 
gether and grabbed at each other and 
clinched. They both feli to the floor and lay 
there until picked up. 

Jackson could scarcely stand when time 
was called for the eleventh round. He was 
pushed forward by his seconds and went at 
his man with the pluck of a dull 
dog. Ahearn’ was the fresher of the 
two and caught Jackson a blow on 
the jaw that floored him. While: down. he 
jumped on the prostrate form of his oppo- 
nent and struck him two crushing blows on 
the side of the head. Jackson's head was 
about four inches from the floor when he re- 
ceived. the blows and every blow smashed 
his head against the floor with a sound like a 
tor 0. 3 

— the whole audience jumped to 
their feet and oried Foul,“ Foul.“ There 
was pandemonium for ten minutes, during 
which one second was thrown off the stage 
and a free fight almost precipitated. The 
referee waved his hand and saia it was foul, 
and he would warn Ahearn that if he com- 
mitted another foul he would give the fight 
to Jackson. 

Meanwhiie Jackson was lying at full length 
in his corner with the death rattle in his 
throat. The referee called Time ang Jack- 
son failed to respond. He waited ten seconds 
and gave the fight to Ahearn. Then there 
was another how! and cries of Foul.“ 

JACKSON DIES FROM HIS INJURIES. 

Jackson was taken upstairs to a room, 
where he remained unconscious until 11 
o’clock this morning, when he died. 

After Jackson's death Ahearu, Dan Daly, 
Malloy, Quincy, the timekeeper, and Mooney 
were arrested. Murphy, Chariey Daly, and 
Farrell are not yet under arrest. 

The law makes a bare kuuckle fight a fel 
ony and a fight with gloves a misdemeanor. 
It is believed the whole crowd. will be prose- 
cuted for manslaughter. Ahearn and Jack- 
son have bad records, and both have been 
arrested for criminal offenses. An attempt 
was made to revive the boy and bring him 
back to consciousness, bat without success.

| THE dpb PROBLEM. - 

There are at least a dozen orders, resolu- 
tions, and ordinances in relation to the price 
of gas, the methods of its supply, and the 
rules for its measurement now pending be- 
fore the city council. All are more or less 
expressive of the dissatisfaction at the ex- 
isting arrangements. between the city and 
the gas companies. They propose various 
schemes of relief, but not one of them com- 
mands the support of any appreciable num- 
ber of the aldermen. Last April, soon after 
Mr. Cregier’s election, the council unani- 
mously adopted a resolution requesting the 
mayor and the controller to negotiate with 
the companies constituting the gas trust in 
order to obtain the gas for private consumers 
on the sam terms it is supplied to the city 
$1 per thousand. For a time it was given 
out that Mr. Cregier and Mr. Onahan had 
succeeded, that the gas trust officials had 
surrende partially at least, and that the 
consumers gvould have cheaper light. One 
day Mr. Billings arrived at the city hall, de- 
nounced the aldermen who were urging re- 
duced prices, talked stiffly to the mayor and 
the controiler, and announced there would 
be no reduction in prices. Mr. Cregier and 
Mr, Quahan surrendered at discretion. They 
intended no doubt to obtain better terms for 
the city, but neither of them had sufficient 


backbone or ability to cope with the officers 


of the gas monopoly. The old prices are 
still charged. The Cregier admimistraton 
confesses its utter helplessness. 

Under the circumstances it is not surpris- 
ing that the popuiar dissatisfaction finds ex- 
pression so frequentiy in the council and 
through the newspapers, and that individual 
aldermen propose so many and such various 
remedies. Tne annexation of the suburbs 
bas added to the dissatisfaction to some ex- 
tent. The gas companies in what was for- 
merly Hyde Park, Lake, and Lake View 
charge enormous prices—from $1.75 to $2 per 
thousand. Naturally Chicago’s new citizens 
protest against being charged from 60 to 80 
per cent more for gas than the people of the 
Fourth, the Tenth, and the Twenty-fourth 
wards, Their dissatisfaction found expres- 
sion in the resolution of Ald. Kinney, offered 
in thé council Monday, looking to a uniform 
rate for the whole city. 

But it is apparent that uniformity of rates 
or a slight reduction will not satisfy the 
people, and the council, the mayor, and the 
controlier, being incapable, should try to soive 
the difficulty by presenting some radical but 
feasible plan. That which Ald. Madden pro- 
posed Monday night will hardly do, though it 
is based on the proper principle. He pro- 
poses that the city enter on the manufacture 
of gas for all domestic purposes, fuel as well 
as light. The money forthe enterprise ne 
would raise by popular subscription, 
giving city certificates of deposit to 
the subs¢ribers. These certificates he 
would have redeemed in the futore 
by the city furnishing gas to the sub- 
scribers. This plan counts too much on the 
readiness of the people to participate in re- 
formatory movements involving financial 
risks. Moreover, it is not businesslike. Still 
it contains the germs of a good pian and points 
the way to suctess. Chicagoans with money 
will undertake to supply the city with gas 
for domestic purposes ifthe city makes its 
proposition in the proper way. The first 
thing for the council to do is to state exactly 
what it wants, to set forth the character of 
the plant that may be necessary to furnish 
fuel and illuminating gas to all parts of the 
city for domestic purposes, how many gener- 
ating centers would be needed, the character 
and extent of the piping, etc. This ascer 
tained and the cost estimated, there will be 
little dificuity in finding citizens who will 
readily form a company or a corporation to es- 
tablish such a plant and to turn it over to the 
city for operation by the municipal govern- 
ment at a stipulated rate of interest on the 
cost. The rate need not be excessive. Money 
is cheap on good security. It is doubtful if 
further legislation by the general assembly 
is needed to give effect to this plan, but if 
any 18 needed it could be obtained as soon 
as the general assembly shall meet. In 
the meantime the preliminaries may be ar- 
ranged. It would doubtless be stipulated that 
the city could gradually become owner of 
the plant established as proposed, and that 
additions to it should be made and owned by 
che city. In the course of a few years the 
municipal government could thus obtain the 
absolute ownership of its gas plant. It 
would obtain absolute control as soon as the 
plant is established. It is apparent that the 
people will not be satisfied as long as monop- 
olies can control prices and regulate their 
own measurement. 


OFFICIAL CORRUPTION IN NEW YORK ( CITY. 


The New York Herald is not paying much 


attention to the world's exposition just now. 
It is after other game, It is trying to arouse 
a public opinion which shall sweep the city 
clean of thé “official scoundrels” on and 
about the bench who are now preying on it. 
It fears that a successfui effort will be made 
to hush up the Flack case and that the guilty 
parties will escape. 

Tue TRIBUNE on previous occasions has 
spoken of this celebrated case. It has told 
how Sheriff Flack, wishing to get free from 
his wife, induced her to consent to bring 
suit for separauon merely, but how papers 
were forged sétting forth that she wanted 
an absolute divorce, and thut without ali- 
mony. The judge — Bookstaver — before 
whom suit was begun referred the matter to 
another Tammany man as referee. He, 
against law. went to Flack's house and did 
his work tere, subsequently reporting to 
the judge that adecree should be granted. 
No order of reference was put on the rec- 
ords. The judge was not surprised by the 
fact that the complainant’s attorney did not 
appear before him and ask for alimony from 

aweaithy husband. When the decree was 
granted all the documents were placed in an 
envelope, sealed, and marked hot to be 
opened except by an order of the court, 
signed by Judge Bookstaver. 

The Herald is not satisfied with the conduct 
of the judge whose good name has been im- 
peached. It is not pleased that he showed 
no irritation at the way in which his court 
had been used and his confidence abused. It 
thinks he might have done more wisely than 
to start off on @ pleasure trip to the Pacific 
while 80 much was left unexplained. The 
case is now before the grend jury, and the 
Herald thinks District Attorney Fellows has 
a magnificent opportunity to redeem an imbe- 
cile past, But it does not believe he will 
avail himself of it. It fears the greatest

CO-OPERATIVE STORES IN Tor ann 
The New feview for September has an arti- 


cle which discusses elaborately the codper- 


ative storekeepmg experiment among British 


workmen, and shows how it is flourishing *« 


und expanding. Codperative stores already 
are threatening the destruction of the ord:- 
nary retail trade with workmen in the manu- 
facturing districts. It has been found that 
by cobperative buying a society of 4,000 per- 
sons can save annually $50,000, formerly paid 
as profit to retail shopkeepers. In Great 
Britain there are now 1,400 of these societies, 
with a membership of over a million, and 
their profits exceed $15,000,000 per annum. 
The Manchester wholesale society expends 
over $30,000,000 a year. These codperative 
‘experiments have had to face the opposition 
of ordinary dealers, but this appears only to 
have added to their prosperity. When a 
grocers’ organization attempted to declare a 
boycott against some of the codperative so- 
cieties the latter established a wholesale buy- 
ing agency of their own and were able to 
command a larger trade and save greater 
profits than before. 

The report as to codperative societies for 
running factories or engaging ſu other pro 
ductive work is not so encouraging. There 
are “only eighty-six codperative eee 
and their success is by no means well assu 
In all organizations which aim to direct and 
manage labor and care for the details and 
compiications of a productive industry con- 
flicts of opinion and interest are sure to 
spring up among the members, and it be- 
comes difficult to preserye needed system 
and discipline. Many men have many minds, 
and if they are to work together to advan- 
tage there must be some authority over them. 
In ordinary business the power of manage- 
ment is concentrated ana independent, and 
the employer and employé part company 
when they cannot work in harmony. The 
men who make the investment and take 
all the chances of profit or loss have the 
power and responsibility of management, 
while the employé who secures certain, fixed 
wages and is protected from loss by a lier 
against the property of his employer suc- 
ceeds in the measure that he subordinates 
his own will and opinion to that of his chief 
and carries out orders with fidelity. In a co- 
operative society where all are workers and 
profitsharers, and to a certain extent bosses 
as well, itis almost impossible to secure sat- 
isfactory discipline and system. S.access is 
had only under exceptionally favorable cir- 
cunistances. But in codperative storekeep- 
ing the probiem is much less difficult, Goods 
are to be bought where they can be had 
cheapest and sold to members atan advance 
that will pay the cost of handling and return 
a profit to the society and yet be below the 
ordinary rates of middiemen. Such transac- 
tions do not leave much room for contenions 
and differences of opinion, and as ali have 
the same interest at stake and are not charged 
with the problem of directing a large force 
of codperative laborers success is much easier 


than where societies engage in productive 


enterprises. 

The chief reason why codperative stores 
have not succeeded in this country asin 
England seems to be that they sell too cheap. 
Among the grangers and others who have 
tried the experiment the effort has been to 
sell at cost or as near it as possible. Hence 
in the event of a miscalculation or an unex- 
pected turn of matters for- me worse there 
was no margin of safety and the enterprise 
would collapse. The English codperative so- 
cieties aim to make a ‘profit for their mew- 
bers and benefit. them by dividends rather 
than in selling as cheapas possible. Why 
cannot these methods be followed by work- 
men in this country? A codperative store 
should not sell too close. One of its chief 
benefits to members is in securing them hon- 
est weights and measures and goods of gen- 
uine quality. The aim should be to secure 
these results and return profits to members 
in the form of dividends rather than merely 
to reduce prices and sell as near the whole- 
sale rate as possible. 
been the great mistake in codperative ex- 
periments in this country. 


; ST. LOUIS AND ITS CIRCLES. 

St. Louis, a fine river valley town with a 
population about a third that of Chicazo, has 
longings for the world's exposi uon. Instead 
of spending its money profitably by sending 
delegations here to study Chicago methods it 
is squandering it in distributing over the 
country maps showing how much territory is 
embraced within a 500 mile circie of which 
St. Louis is the center, as compared with the 
Chicago and New York circles. It thus 
shows that an exposition held at that valley 
town would be attended by people from Wis- 
consin to Mississippi and from Ohio to Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. j 

This map shows clearly the ideas of St. 
Louis’ fair promoters. They take in mere'y 
an exposition similar in size to the one which 
they have been holding every fall for many 
years. They expect only those will attend 
the greater who now go to the smaller show. 
They have no invitation to offer to those who 
are outside of the charmed circle. They do 
not care to receive visitors from the New 
Engiand states, New York, Pennsylvania, 
the Carolinas, any of the territories, or the 
Pacific coast states. They design giving a 
purely provincial tair. 

But Chicago is not going ahead on that 500 
mile circie basis. It already has a business 
circle which sweeps as far south as the gulf. 
and extends castward beyond Pitisburg, and 
west to the Pacific. Its local exposition 
draws visitors from distances of hundreds of 
miles. But when it comes to a world’s expo- 
sition 


No pent-up Utica contracts our powers, 
But the whole boundless continent is ours. 


Not this continent alone, but the lands be- 
yond the oceans—the dweilers of the hab- 
itable globe—are invited to the entertain- 
ment which this city is preparing. Chicago’s 
circle is no puny 500 miles. Nothing less 
than 12,000 will do—one that may cover the 
Arctic and the Antarctic oceans and the 
antipodes. To the great exposition of 1602 
Chicago invites not merely the St. Louisans, 
who are within her 500 mile circle and hence 
are guests at her yearly shows, but all who 
live between the Isthmus of Darien and Cape 
Horn, between the western coast of Ireland 
and the mouths of the Chinese rivers, from 
the delta of the Nile to the Cape of Good 
Hope. Invitations will be sent to ali the 
islands, big and small. Not one member of 
the human race shall be snubbed. . 

St. Louis has no idea of doing things on 
this scale. She bas not the facilities and 
cannot afford it. So she invites a smail circle 
of people. Chicago invites all the children 
of Adam and Eve to visit the most marvelous 
city of the world, of which they have ail 
heard, while most of wem know nothing of 
St. Louis, except that he was once king of 
France. 

Circle drawing is a harmless amusement. 
A pretty circle can be dra th Cincin- 
nati, Indianapolis, or Pittsbu the center. 
Itis hard to imagine a prettier one than 
could be drawn for Cairo, that important 
point at the junction of two great rivers, or 
n where the Missouri and Mississip-

BRUNO AND THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 


CHURCH. | 

Cardinal Gibbons has been repeating in 
this country the angry protest of the Pope 
against the erection by the [Italians of a 
monument to Giordano Bruno on the spot 
where he was burat for heresy after he haa 
been tried by the papal. inquisition, and has 
echoed with approval the sentiments of his 
religious superior. But what business is it 
of the cardinal what the Italians choose to 
do! They have aright to erect monuménts 
in Italy and Rome to whom they please. 
The country is theirs. 

These high dignitaries forget that Italy 1s 
a free country, that the temporal power of 
the papacy in Italy is at an end, and that a 
constitutional government has taken its 
place, to the great joy of the male adult peo- 
ple. The dark ages have gone. The rule of 
the priest obtains only within the walls of 
his church. If it should please the Italians 
to erecta monument to Luther in sight of 
the dome of St. Peter’s it would be done 
though the whole college of cardinals should 
protest against it. 

If the Italians had not seen so much of the 
results of tne blending of church and state 
they would have been less indifferent 
about trampling on the prejudices of the oc- 
cupantof the papal chair. If the Romans 
had not known what it was to have wu priest- 
ly government in civil affairs. they would be 
more submissive in religious matters. As 
things are Italy. so far as the men are con- 
cerned, cannot be called a Catholic ‘country. 
Not that it has been protestantized; but half 
of the adults have no belief in the dogmas 
of the church or the edicts of the Pope, and 
take a delight in domg anything that will 
emphasize their dislike of what they call 
priestoraft in politics, — 

The church cannot understand that change 
of sentiment; cannot see that its political 
scepter is broken. Thus the Pope and Car- 
dinal Gibbons protest against this monument 
to Bruno. With equal propriety they might 
object to the erection in this country of a 
statue to the memory of Jefferson or Frank- 
lin on the ground that they were free think- 
ers. It was not the design of the members 
of the Italian parliament who were promi- 
nent in the erection of the statue to Bruno to 
insult the Romanchurch. They were simply 
honoring tue memory of an Itahan priest of 
great ability, who at an early day thought 
for himseif and came into violent collision 
with that church, and got the worst of it at 
the stake. The monument is to uphold the 
right to freedom of conscience and of opin- 
ion. 

The Roman church must adapt itself to the 
changed condition of things in these days of 
enlightened liberty. It must learn, as the 
Protestant churches have had to learn, that 
there are bounds which cannot be over- 
stepped. And it must learn also, unwelcome 
though the lesson be, that it has no more 
right to give political orders in Italy or Rome 
than in America or at Washington. 


ABOUT FARM MORTGAGES, 

There isan article in the last number of 
the Political Science Quarterly on farm mort- 
gages which is deserving the attention of 
those alarmists who have been preaching 
that the independent small farmer in the 
United States is in danger of extinction,” 
giving as a reason for their belief the al 
leged dangerous increase of farm mort- 
gages.” 

The first thing to find out is whether there 
has been an increase. There are but few 
statistics and those not always trustworthy. 
During the last presidential campaign cer- 
tain Democratic orators and writers wept 
over the mortgaged state of the western 
farmers and said that the mortgage indebtea 
ness of lilinois alone was $620,000,000. But 
the recent report of the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics of this state shows that the farm 
mortgages aggregate nearly $124,000,000, of 
which about $20,000,000 is for deferred pay- 
ments. How much has been vaid toward ex- 
tinguishing these mortgages is unknown; 
therefore the net indebtedness is an uncer- 
tainty. The figures given show an increase 
over ten years ago, but that incréase may be 
illusory. Take an illustrauon given by the 
magazine writer: The recorded indebted- 
ness of seven Indiana farms in 1872 was 
$13,250; four years later it was $6,250; eight 
years later it was $25,600. To a surface in- 
vestigator this would mean an alarming in- 
crease of debt. As a matter of fact four of 
these farmers had sold their farms during 
the last four-year period and the sum of 
$28,250 represented the mortgages given by 
the new purchasers. The beavier mortgages 
showed the increased value of the land. 

One fact is pointed out whichis generally 
overlooked—that it is the number of fore- 
closures rather than of mortgages which 
shows whether farmers are becoming embar- 
rassed. Itisto be expected that farmers 
shall failin business occasionally, even as 
manufacturers and traders do. There is a 
general impression that he who can do noth- 
ing else can farm and make a living at it, 
but experience has proved. that there are 
many exceptions to this rule. For this state 
there are no foreclosure statistics. For 
Michigan there are, and it appears that 
against the 43,079 mortgaged farms reported 
last year there were 1,667 foreclosures— 
about 3 per cent. May not that number of 
failures be expected in every business ex- 
cept the sugar trust or the Standard Oil? 
Furthermore, it 1s impossible to tell how 
many of these foreclosures were in cases 
where the money borrowed was not put 
into the farm, but was used by the farmer, 
being in a hurry to get. rich, for specula tion 
in town lots or for buying shares in some en- 
terprise which was to pay 20 percent. Thus 
the mortgages on anumber of Connecticut 
farms represent mioney which was sunk in 
the Gogebic mines. 

An increase of indebtedness where the 
money goes into the farm and is not fooied 
away in specuiation means an increase of 
production. The old west, of which Indiana 
and Illinois are the centre, moved forward at 
a snail’s pace without help from railroads or 
eastern capital. The new west, where the 
railroads are built before the people get there 
and where eastern money is abundant, ad- 
vances as rapidly in one year as the old west 
did in ten. Seventy-hve per cent of the 
farms of we two Dakotas are mortgaged for 
fifty mitlion dollars, If they had not been 
the wheat crop of these states would not, as 
it. does, equal that of Indiana and Illinois 
after fifty years ot slow development. Tuere- 
fore, according to this writer, the placing of 
a mortgage is, under certain circumstances, 
asign of thrift and progress rather than of 
slipping beniod. 

While admitting that there may have been 
overloaning in the new west owing to the 
competition between the loan companies and
